over In his hands mnst be accounted 
lor in his seUlcment with the county 
jndge, snd most be tnrneil into the 
fund of the following year. Aa the 
first vote that can be held under the 
law will be la November, 1902, too 
late for the sherifT to collect taxes for 
the present year, the law provides 
that the first tax collected under It 
shall be for the calendar year ol 190.). 

That ia, if any county votes the tax 
in November, 190a, it will authorize 
the collection of the first tax in the 
oaleadar yaarof 1903. The voting of 
the tax anthorisea its collection lor 
three years, at the expiiation of 
which time another vote could be 
takaa. 

There are some conaties In the 
State in which a 5 cents tax would 
extend the school term one month; in 
others it would take a 10 cents lax to 
make an extension ol one month, 
while in some it would probably take 
the limit, IS cents, to secure an addi- 
tional month. By reference to the 
aaaeasor's books in the rounty clerk's 
office, and to the report ol the railroad 
commissioners, also to be found there, 
and the report of the State Board of 
Assessment snd Valnatlon, the 
amount ol taxable property can be as- 
certained, and an estimate rradily 
made as to the amount of tax necet- | 
aary to extend the term lor one I 
month, or for any desired jieriod, | 

This department regards this law 
aa one of the mo.t important Kbool Ooveno: 
measures ever enacted by a Kentncky 
Legislature. It is fraught with great ' 
possibilities lor good to the common 
schools. If the rnrsi schools arc to ' 
have longer terms it mnst be through : 
conaty taxation. It would not be j 
equitable to increase the direct State 
tax for school purposes. This tax is 
now as cents on the $100 00, a very 
high rate, and over hall of the coun- 
ties in the State are receiving much 
more Irom the State as school fund 
than they are paying in on this 22 
cents; in other words the wealthier 
counties are now bearing quite a lot 
of the bnrd^ lor the poorer conntiep. 

The wealthier counties are not com- 
plaining of the matter aa it now 
stands, but they would doubtless 
make serioos objection to a still fur- 
ther addition to the burden they are 
carrying. This condition of afiairs, 
and the general opposition to in- 
creasing Slate tsxca by the I,egisla- 
tnre make it practically certain thkt 
the 22 cents will never be raised, but 
It Is believed that many counties will 
vote a lax under this law, and this 
departmeat desires to urge the school 
people of the varioru counties to be- 
gin at once agitation of the question. 

Let it be a feature of the institute and 
the various teachers' associations. 

This office will, a little later, make 
some suggestions as to the lorm of 
the petition, and probably as to some 
other matters in coanection with the 
Isw. 

House bill 55, the Denton bill, 
gives graded schools, existing nuder 
special charters granted under the old 
Conatitntlon, the right to submit a 
propoaitloa lor a bond issue to bnild 
school buildings to the people ol the 
district at a special election called for 
that purpose. It extends the privi- 
leges of the general graded schcol 
law, so far as the matter of issuing 
bonds is concerned, to these special 
charter schools. It provides that a 
two thirds vote of those voting shall 
be necessary to authorize the tood is- 
sue. An emergency clause was at- 
tacbod and the law is now in effect. 

Senate bill 65, the Fergnaon bill, 
places a penalty of from $25 00 to 
$50.00 on the county superintendent 
for failure to have poated in the 
school houses of his county the circu- 
lars ol iaformatioa as to the manner 
of making appointments to State Col- 
lege, The clrcnlara referred to in the 
law are the ones sent out by the Pres- 
ident of the college, and the law pro- 
vides that they shall be be posted be- 
fore the 15th of May each year. It 
further provides that the action 
against the Superiatcndent for snch 
failure ia to be maintained by the 
truatecs of the district in which civ- 
cnlars were not posted, and that the 
action may be brpngbt either in the 
county court or in the court of the 
justice ol the peace having jurisdic- 
tion. A like penalty is imposed on 
the Superintendent lor lailnre to ap- 
point a date for the competitive exam 
ination of applicants for sppointment 
to the college. The part of the old 
law, section 16 of law governing State 
College, ptqulring the president of 
the college to sefid out these circulars 
"on or bcfoik the first day of July ol 
each year” was not changed, and so 
the question arisca as to whether so 
perintendents arc to have pofcted be- 
fore May 1$, 1902 (to illustrate) the 
circulars issued by the president ol 
the college in 1901 or the ones to be 
issued by ; him in 190a. The law la 
not clear ^n this, but it is the opin- 
ion of this department that the circu- 
lars that the law will requite posted 
before Majp'iShJpoz, are those issued 
by the president in 1901. Any other 
construction would place superint^d- 
ents la an awkward position in two 
ways; first, in that he might not re- 
ceive the circulars Irom the presidenf 
this year in time to post them by May 
15, and second, be ca us e , as a msjorlty

would have been i^orrcct, but the argu- 
ment would apqily with equal pro- 
prierty to cases where the teacher at- 
tended the ini-tltute before his school 
opened; bis pupils would derive ss 
much benefit from the institute as the 
the pupils ol the other taacbera. To 
have treated all alike under the eld 
law attendance on the iastitute should 
Have been counted aa a week's leech- 
ing, without regard to whether the 
Institute came helore or alter tbeopen- 
Ing of the term, which would have re- 
duced the school term to ninetaeu 
weeks. 

The Senste undertook to strike out 
theabavw section, rtqnirlng time lost 
attemnny ttis t f f ute to be made upnnd 
the members thought they were strik- 
ing it out, but the enrolled hill shows 
that they passed this section, and that 
the section which followed it, rcqnir- 
Ing county superintendents to notify 
teachers by mall of date institute, was 
struck out inslesd. The Senate's mis- 
take mnst have resulted Irom the lact 
that a section ia the original bill, 
coming before cither of these, had 
been struck ont by the House, causing 
a change In the numbering of the lol- 
lowicg sections; the Senste memoer, 
making the the motion to strike out, 
must have had belorc him a printed 
copy ol the original bill, in which 
this section was number 10; the Sen- 
ate clerk, having before him the bill 
aa it passed the llonsc, with this sec- 
tion number 9, under the new nnm- 
bering, mnst have simply followed 
the instructions ol the Senate, and 
marked number to, "struck out.'' 
All this la a surmise, but it could 
hardly have bappenad in any other 
way. No matter what the Senate in- 
tended to do, what it really did was 
to strike ont section tool the bill as 
it passed the House, leaving section 
9 intact, and it is as much a part ol 
tbe law us any other section of the 
bill. 

Senate bill 145. known as the By- 
ron bill, became a law. It authorizes 
the citizens ol a county to petition 
the county judge and secure a vote on 
a proposition Ipr a county school tax 
lot tbe sole purpose of extending tbe 
terms ol the schools. It provides tbst 
on a petition signed by a number of 
tax-payers.

In addition to the plan outlined 
for building p^Rool houses under tbe 
provisions of section 7, another meth- 
od wen provided ia aection 8 The 
old law limited tbe purposes lor which 
a tax could be voted in the district 
to Ibe extension of tbe term and the 
belter payment ol Ibe teacher. The 
new law le-coacta the law aa to voting 
a tax lor the purpose, bnt provides 
that the district may also vole a tax 
lor Ihe purpose ol building a house. 
A bare majority of those voting will 
aathorite Ihe levying ol tbe tax for 
three years, provided the notices ad- 
vertising the election atatc that the 
lax is to run lor three years, and 
when tbe tax carries by a two-lhirda 
vole, thereby complying with Ihe pro- 
visions of section 157 ol the Constitu- 
tion, tbe trustees may borrow money 
and erect tbe bouse withoni any 
delay. The amount borrowed conid 
not, of course, exceed an amount that 
could be raised by the three years' 
tax. The vote must l>e taken at Ibe 
regular election lor sohool trustees ia 
October. This aection providon not 
only that a tax may be voted to erect a 
school house, but also thet It may be 
voted to liquidate any debt Ibat may 
exist against a district created in 
erecting a house. The reason for this 
provision is that many districts have 
erected bouses and inenrred just 
debts, and payment on them has been 
suspended by suits brought since the 
rendering of the opinion by tbe Court 
ol Appeals relerred to above. Under 
the old law there was no legal way to 
pay Iberre debts, and as a result many 
drslricls would have eventually loot 
their property it will be seen that the 
only way to bnild a boose' without 
waiting two or three years lor the 
collection and accnmulatloa ol funds 
sufficient to bnrid is to secure a two- 
thlida yott at an election held under 
this KcWb*s Of course, if any district 
should'lblye n sufficient autonat of 
taxable property in it to enable it to 
bnild with one year's taxes ao vote 
would be neersaary. ss the trustees 
could levy the tax under a condemoa- 
llon.jrnm the County anperintendent. 
Either plan suggested is difficult, but 
aa lung as section 1 57 of the Constitu- 
tion remains Ihe legislature can not 
give any relief bey ond what It baa 
given iu this law. 

Section 9 provides that tbe twenty- 
weeks school term shall not be cut to 
nineteen because the institution hap- 
pens to be held during tbe term ol tbe 
school; la other words that when a 
teacher dismisaes a week to attend the 
Institute be must make up the time; 
Ihe pupils mnst have their lull twen- 
ty weeks term. The old law allowed 
tbe twenty weeks term, already too 
short, to be abridged by the teacher's 
attendance on Ihe Instllnte. This re- 
sulted in an ur just discrimination be- 
tween Ibe teacher who attended tbe 
instituta before bis school opened, and 
tbe one who dismissed to attend it; 
Ihe lorrucr worked twenty-one weeks 
and Ibe la(ter twenty weeks for the 
same salary, when the schools were of 
equal size. ^The only possible srgu 
ment that Could have been advanced 
in favor of the old law was that the 
pupils profited by their teacher's sl- 
tendance on the institute, snd that

Marie Rochester, an old colored wo- 
man, who bad made a small fortune 
in the days when whiskey was sold 
without restriction of license, and 
who. was than taruurig.*iiUla.Gnnf*c- 
tionery was robbed by Sue Monday 
along with the others. Maiie had 
never made a bad investment in her 
life except once, and that tvas when 
she purchased her bnshand forfii.ooo 
from his master, she herself being 
bom free. She always declared that 
Sam was never worth a cent alter she 
bought him for the reason that 
she could not make him work. Tbe 
loss of her pocket book which con- 
tained but a few dollars was a terrible 
blow to her and she ran ont on the 
street crying and wringing her bands. 

Sue Monday considerately let her 
search a small sack into which a num- 
ber of pocketbooka had been placed 
till she found hers, which be restored 
to her. 

While these scenes were transacted 
"on tbe side” the main show was in 
progreiw on the street After the line 
had been formed two guerrillas, one 
at either end of the line, began tbe 
robbery and advanced toward each 
other meeting at the man ia the mid- 
dle. Bach carried a sack and into 
tbern dropped pistols and pocketbooka 
as the two passed along, and though 
pistols wcie quiet as plentiful ' as 
pocketbooka no one thonght of using 
them in self defense. 

Dr. Page Crane who had stood>up 
before more than one man and ex- 
changed shots with him, and Jerry 
Watkins, who afterwards killed Crane 
in a himd to hand encounter, In which 
they used self cocking revolvers 
pressed to each others bodies was also 
in tbe line and both lost their revolv- 
ers and their money. Alter robbing 
everybody on the street and in Ihe 
stores, the gnerrlllaa mounted their 
horasa and rode rapidly ont of tbe 
town, not a pistol shot having been 
fired except by Jerome Clark, when 
he killed young Carpenter. As they 
rode away one of tbe guerillas dropped 
a large gray-mixed shawl, very com- 
mon for gentlemen's wear in those 
days, Irom hla saddle. Sam Hart 
picked it op and motioned to tbe gu- 
errilla to stop and get it, but be call- 
ed back that tba finder might have it 
and it ia preserved In tbe Hart family 
to this day as a memento of Sue Mon- 
day's visit. , 

A year later tbe guerrilla band was 
rooted and Sue Monday and Sam Ber- 
ry were taken prisoners by tbe Feder- 
al authorities and imprisoned at 
Louisville. Scores ol crimes were 
charged against the guerilla chief and 
he was indicted lor murder. Many 
I citizena went to Louisville to testify 
against Clark and be was found guilty 
' of young Carpenter's death and 
I hanged sometime later. The execu- 
tion was witnessed by a vast crowd of 
people, who were faipiliar with Clark's 
evil exploits and aa they were return- 
ing from tbe banging a mad bull ran 
amuck, trampling down several peo- 
ple. The superstition, especially- 
' ly among the colored people.

A Ooeety Co«smlMloDer*s Letter.

iqnal to twenty-five per cent, ol tbe 
number of votes cast at the last gen- 
eral election tbe county judge shall 
dirtef tbe sheriff to have an election 
held at the next regular November 
election on the question of tbe collec- 
tion of a ctfiinty school lax, in any 
sum named M the petition, not ex- 
ctedlng 15 cents on the $100 00 worth 
of taxable property. Cfties of tbe 
first, second, third and fourth classes, 
and all schools Incorporated under 
the general graded common school 
law, are exempt from its provisions, 
as they are levying a local tax for the 
extension of the term. Only voters 
living outside of such cities and grad- 
ed schools arc eligible to sign Ihe pe- 
tition or to vote at the election, and 
of course only pioperty outside of 
such cities and graded schools would 
be taxable it the proposition csrrics. 
The taw provides that the sheriff 
shall properly advertise the election, 
and Ibat tbe county clerk, in prepar- 
ing the regnlar official ballots for tbe 
election shall have printed on them 
the question, "Arc yon in favor of 
Ibe county school tax?” and the 
right of the qneation the word "yes,” 
with a circle beneath it in which the 
voter may stamp, and tbe word "no" 
with a like circle beneetb it. The 
regular officers are made the officers 
of the election on tlje tax proposition, 
and they are required to make a certi- 
ficate showing the number ol votes 
cast' for, and the number of votes cast 
against tbe tax at the same time they 
make tbe returns of the regular elec- 
tion. The connty board of election 
commissioners tabulate the vote ia 
the entire connty Tiom the various 
certificates, and make a, certificate 
showing the total number ol votes 
cast in favor ol the tax, and tbe total 
number cast against in tbe connty, 
this certificate to be entered of record 
in tbe office of the county court clerk. 
If this ceitificate shows thst tbe tax 
proposition carried, the connty judge 
orders tbe sbciiff to collect the tax. 
The sheriff collecta tbe tax at the 
same time and in tbe same manner 
that be collects State and connty rev- 
enue. The sheriff pays the money in- 
to the hsnds of the connty superin- 
tendent when it is collected, the su- 
perintendent giving bond for it. Tbe 
conaty superintendent uses this fund 
in extending tbe terms ol all the 
schools in the county, except snch as 
am exempt fiom tbe provisions of the 
law, ‘ extending all schoola tor the 
Saule length ol time, and paying each 
teacher tbe same salary per month 
for the extended time that he was ra- 
cciving from the State fund for the 
regular five months term. The coun- 
ty clerk Is required to tnmish the su- 
perintendent with an estimate of the 
probable net amount of taxes that 
may 'be collected for the year; on this 
the anpetjftendeit makes so eatimaic 
' of the number of weeks or months 
'the schools may be extended; if be 
overestimates, and the funds fsll 
sboit, the balance due each teacher ia 
an obligatidn against the fund tbe 
following ynar, and any halanoe left
